2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-21 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Labeille et al. (US 2002/0037342 Al). Labeille et al. 
disclose the production of a multi-enzyme product containing protease activity, along with other enzymes, by solid state fermentation 
of Aspergillus fungi on wheat bran. The enzyme(s) may be separated and collected (see paragraph 0082, for example), and/or the 
fermented wheat bran itself may be added to an animal feed (see paragraph 0159, for example). The product may be used in the 
production of wheat-based animal feeds for monogastric animals such as poultry and pigs (par. 0038). The product may be dried or 
frozen, i.e. dewatered. Regarding the instantly-claimed aspects of decreased dry matter, increased protein content and decreased fat 
content of the fermented substrate, these are considered inherent properties of the disclosed process. The instant claims do not 
provide details to differentiate the claimed process from that of the reference. 

Claims 1-21 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus possess industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry.
